Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4, and 6-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon further consideration of amended independent claim 1, it is apparent that all of the 
limitations from previous claims 1-3 and 5 are recited in amended claim 1. As to claim 1, the 
prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a drive apparatus having the combination of 
claimed elements, including defined first, second, and third cams, and including the cam 
follower being relatively brought in to slidable contact with the first cam, the second cam, and 
the third cam in this order. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
